Urges Guarantee 
Of Free Access 
To Holy Places 


Encyclical On Holy Land 
Asks Renewed Prayers 
For Peace There 


Vatican City—(NC) — Officially 
voicing concern for the third time 
this year over strife surrounding 
the scenes of Christ’s life on earth 
in Palestine, His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII, this time in an Encyecli- 
cal letter devoted entirely to the 
subject, has called on the nations of 
the world to guarantee free access 
to’ the Holy Places and freedom of 
religion in the Holy Land, 

The Encyclical, entitled from its 
initial words “In Multiplicibus,” 
also calls for internationalization 
of Jerusalem and its vicinity 
“where so many and so precious re- 
minders of the life and death of 
Our Saviour are to be found,” and 
recalls the plight of “thousands of 
refugees, straying and driven from 
their homes.” 

His Holiness voiced the hope 
that “the whole Christian world” 
would join in those prayers for just 
settlement of the crisis which he 
has previously urged on Catholics 
everywhere. He said he is confi- 
dent that prayers of Christians 
throughout the world, together 
with the hopes of others “solicitous 
for what is true and good,” will 
ease the task of world leaders in 
“siving to Palestine the real bene- 
fits of justice.” These prayers and 
hopes, he said, are “indicative of 
the value which such a large num- 
ber of people attribute to the 
Holy Places.” 

“We are confident,” he continued, 
that they “will deepen the convic- 
tion in the high assemblies in 
which the problem of peace is be- 
ing discussed that it would be ex- 
pedient, as a better guarantee for 
the safety of the sanctuaries under 
the present circumstances, to give 
an international character to Jeru- 
salem and its vicinity ... 


“ “Tt is also necessary to assure 
with international guarantees both 
the right of free access to the Holy 
Places scattered throughout Pales- 
tine and the freedom of religien 
and the respect for customs and 
religious traditions.” 

The Holy Father voiced hope 
that pilgrimages may soon again 
be possible to the Holy Places 
where men may “find again re- 
vealed ... the great secret of the 


peaceful co-existence of all peo- 
ples.”

Education Seen 
Tending Toward 
Secularism In U.S. 


Fr. Cavanaugh Of 
Notre Dame Says 
Nation Must Awake 


South Bend, Ind.—“All education 
In this country 
secular. Public education tends to 
become non-religious. As a result 
the United States tends to become 
secularized or non-religious.” 

Arguing from these premises, 
the Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, C.S. 
C., president of the University of 
Notre Dame warned on October 
19, that secularism, or the denial 
of religious principles in everyday 
life, paves the way for totalitar- 
ianism as proved by the rise of 
communism in Soviet Russia, Fas- 
cism in the Italy of Mussolini, and 
Nazism in Hitlarian Germany. He 
spoke at a dinner meeting of the 
Serra Club of South Bend at the 
Hotel LaSalle. 

Father Cavanaugh also empha-

decent magazines and novels. 

Similar action was taken recent- 
ly in Phoenix, Ariz., where the 
Maricopa County Druggists Asso- 
ciation moved in unison to clean 
off drug store racks more than 40 
comic and pulp periodicals which 
they had labelled “morally degrad- 
ing.”

of the evil lies with 13 indepen- 
dent national publishers and dis- 
tributors, who control the great 
bulk of the pocket edition books 
and magazines. 

“We feel that full guilt of vio- 
lation of the moral law and of all 
common decency lies with the pub- 
lishers. To them we say it’s time 
to clean house,” was The New 
World’s outspoken message. 

Just as plainly, Judge Alfred P. 
Murrah of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, Oklahoma City, told a 
meeting of the International As- 
sociation of Chiefs of Police in 
New York this week: 

“Today, while masquerading un- 
der the banner of law and order 
and the slogan of ‘crime doesn’t 
pay, the comic strip, radio and 
moving picture have made crime 
pay stupendous dividends to those 
who dramatize, exploit and sensa- 
tionalize crime and criminals. We 
all know that the by-product of the 
so-called comic strip, the,crime ra- 
dio programs and the gangster 
movies is murder, rape, suicide 
and sexual atrocities.” 

At the same time, in New Castle, 
Pa., a coroner’s jury placed the 
blame for the shotgun-killing of 
a 10-year-old boy on crime comic 
books. The death occurred after 
a quarrel cver comic books between 
the boy and his six-yead-old bro- 


all comic books removed from his 
two stores he was unable to ob- 
tain any higher class magazines 
from his regular dealer. 

National publishing companies 
sent telegrams and representatives 
to Elmira with the word that they 
never zountenanced the withhold- 
ing of their magazines from a re- 
tail dealer who refused to accept 
the whole list of publications offer- 
ed by. a distributor. But the in- 
cident aroused a city-wide reaction 
from parents, teachers and clergy- 
men. 

The New World, in its editorial 
this week, pointed out that in con- 
tracts which publishers sign with 
wholesalers the following clause 
is found: “The purchaser agrees 
to cooperate in every way with the 
distributor and otherwise to make 
every reasonable effort to enlarge 
and extend the distribution of said 


/magazines and periodicals in the 


purchaser’s territory by seeing to 
it that all advertising matter, 
dealers helps, posters, circulars, 
and other advertising material 
which the distributor may supply, 
are circulated "among, and posted 
in conspicuous places by the re- 
tailers.” 

“By their own words, found in 
their contracts,” the paper added, 
the puvlishers show “the strangle 
hold they have on the entire in- 
dustry. They choose the whole- 
saler and he takes all their pub- 
lications or else.” 

In: July a newly-formed organi- 
zation, the Association of Comic 
Magazine Publishers, issued a vol- 
untary six-point code which ruled 
out “scenes of sadistic torture,” 
“sexy, wanton comics,” “vulgar 
and obscene language,” the presen- 
tation of crime so as to inspire 
imitation, glamorizing of divorce, 
and ridicule of a religious or racial 
group. The association and code 
embraced the publishers of only .5 
million of the 50 million comic 
books turned out in this country 
each month, however. -

It was under the pastor- 
ate of Father Moench that St. 
Joseph’s Hospital came into ex- 
istence. The Poor Handmaids of 
Jesus Christ had been active in 
Mishawaka as visiting nurses 
since their arrival on October 25, 
1878. Soon after the turn of the 
century civic minded men began 
agitation for a hospital in Misha- 
waka, but the religious authorities 
were reluctant to undertake the 
foundation because of the prox- 
imity of two hospitals in South 
Bend. In 1908 Father

charge of the parish in 1903 and 


secured from Bishop Alerding and 
from the Provincial “of the Poor 
Handmaids their consent to the 
establishment of a very small hos- 
pital that he would finance with 
parish fang. Subsequently the 
Sisters decided to found’ a sub- 
stantial “hospital of 40 bed capac- 
ity. Father Moench thereupon en- 
listed the active support of the 
entire community, and on Octob- 
er 23, 1908, announcement could 
be made that Mishawaka would 
have a first class hospital all its 
own. 

The project met with generous 
support on the part of the entire 
community, and on Aprii 19, 1910, 
St. Joseph’s Hospital opened und- 
er the very capable direction of 
Sister Columbia. The number of 
patients, which in 1911 was 377, 
had become 737 by 1916, and the 
facilities of the hospital were 
sorely pressed. At this juncture 
Emmett A. Saunders, head of the 
Ball Band Plant in Mishawaka, 
gave most generously of his per- 
sonal means for the purpose of 
doubling the capacity of the insti- 
tution. As a result there came in- 
to existence in 1918 the present 
central wing and chapel. By 1947 
the crowded capacity of 100 beds 
had to serve the needs of 4813 
patients requiring hospitalization. 
Universal joy therefore greets the 
dedication of the enlarged St. Jos- 
eph’s Hospital on the day that 
marks the completion of 70 years 
service rendered to 
the city of Mishawaka by the Poor 
Handmaids of Jesus Christ. The 
latest addition to the hospital has 
been erected at a cost in excess 
of a half million dollars. Numer- 
our organizations, societies, famil- 
ies, and individuals have helped 
generously with its furnishings. 


The enlarged hospital has a com- 
fortable bed capacity of 200. Sur- 
gery occupies the» entire fifth 
floor of the new wing, and there 
are three emergency operating 
rooms on the first floor. The ma- 
ternity department occupies the 
entire third floor of all the hos- 
pital, with a capacity of 50 beds. 
The new addition is the first erect- 
ed in the state of Indiana to pro- 
vide oxygen on tap in each room.

The Church is in action even at 
night. While guards with machine 
guns parade under windows of the 
cabins in the slave camps, the 
members of the underground 
church remove pictures of saints 
from under floors or other hiding 
places, and join in congregational 
prayers. 

Children of the slave camps are 
forced to work in-order to eat, 
and they must also attend athe- 
istic Communist schools, according 
to the reports. The school rooms 
are decorated only with the pic- 
tures of Stalin and Lenin. 

In one of the schools in the 
Yakutsk region of Siberia, the 
children were told by the teacher, 
supplied by GULAG, the Russian 
alphabetical term for the Office of 
Penal Labor Camps, that God does 
not exist, and that “capitalists be- 
lieve in God who are planning to 
kill us with atomic bombs.” 
But even in these classrooms, 
the Siberian Church asserts it- 
self. The children secretly make

Highlights Of St. Joseph 
Parish Portrayed 
At Special Program 


Mishawaka — Eight persons 
were injured, one seriously, early 
October 25 when fire broke out 
in the nurses’ home of St. Joseph’s 
hospital here. 

Several nurses and firemen 
were burned while trying to es- 
cape from the blazing two-story 
frame building. 

Fifteen nurses 
jured. 

Firemen said the fire broke out 
a few hours after the close of an 
“open house” centennial celebra- 
tion at St. Joseph’s parish. The 
nurse’s home is across the street 
from St. Joseph’s hospital. 

Most seriously injured was Miss 
Leontina Vispoel, 64, house mother 
at the nurse’s home. 

Witnesses said ‘Miss Vispoel 
stayed behind for several minutes 
to direct the nurses out of the 
building. She suffered facial burns 
and a back injury when she leaped 
from the second floor of the build- 
ing to a mattress on the ground. 

Also in St. Joseph’s hospital was 
Elouise Beam, 18, Plymouth, Ind., 
who suffered a hand injury when 
she leaped from the second floor 
to the ground. 

Others treated at the hospital 
included Mary Jane Austin, 21, La- 
grange; Deloris Wedge, 80, Bris- 
tol; Jean Byrne, 18, Niles, Mich.; 
Jeannette Bailey, 20, Niles, Mich.; 
and Firemen William Rodeman and 
Walter Meinke, who suffered burns 
and cuts. 

Rodeman suffered cuts and burns 
while carrying a nurse to safety. 

Firemen said the building was 
“practically a complete loss.” They 
were unable to determine imme- 
diately the cause of the fire. 

The “Rev. Curt Suelzer, pastor, 
stated that rebuilding plans will 
be effected immediately.

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Dear Readers: 


HEN our Divine Savior was 
asked by the young man 


| what he must do to attain eter- 


nal life, Christ quickly answered 
‘keep the'\Commandments.” That 
is the minimum required of ev- 
ery Catholic. Membership in the 
Church is no guarantee of sal- 
vation if the member does not 
also regulate his conduct by the 


' Ten Commandments and obey 


the Precepts of the Church as 
well, 

But our Divine Savior distin- 
guished between the minimum 
required and the _ perfection 
which very many at least should 
be eager to attain, because not 
all in Heaven are rewarded 
equally. Christ, therefore, said 
to the young man: “If thou wilt 
be perfect go sell what thou hast 
and give to the poor, and thou 
shalt have treasure in Heaven; 
and come, follow Me” (Matt. 
XIX, 21). 

The possession of worldly 
goods and their use chiefly for 
worldly comfort and enjoyment, 
evidently does not conduce to 
perfection of living. Christ tells 
us that our hearts should be 
where our treasure is, and by 
that He meant our everlasting 
goal, Heaven. All Evangelists 
say, in effect, in many passages, 
that the worldly spirit and the 
religious spirit are not compat- 
ible; that friendship with the 
world is actual enmity towards 
God. For the same reason St. 
Paul tells us that we must not 
be “conformed to this world.” 


It is, of course, possible for

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Guardian Angels 


They Watch Over Us And 
Help Us To Do Good 


Last in a series of four articles by

HIS is the last of four short articles on “The Angels of 
Heaven and Hell.” In the first you read about the extra- 
ordinary nature and powers of the angels, which even the 
bad angels still possess. In the second you read about the 
great primeval disaster called the fall of the angels. Two 
weeks ago, in the third, you read about the incessant warfare 


that Satan has waged against God 


and all the children of God from 
the creation to the present day. 
We mortals are all involved 
in this mighty struggle. Lucifer 
hates God, and therefore all the 
creatures of God. Every soul he 
can pervert is another blow at 
God. With such an enemy, how can 
we win? We can win, because we 
are not alone. We have powerful 
allies. Not only are we on the 
side of God Himself; but we are 
allied with the good angels, a host 
‘as countless as the flakes of snow. 


Five hundred years. before 
Christ, Daniel the Prophet was 
granted a momentary glimpse of 
the angels in heaven; and he tells 
us that “thousands of thousands 
ministered to him, and ten times 
a hundred thousand stood before 
him” (Daniel 7:10). The Apostle 
St. John also describes these my- 
riads. 

Whatever its number, tradition 
has it that this vast army is di- 
vided into three great hierarchies; 
and each hierarchy is again divided 
into three choirs; so that there are 
nine choirs altogether. This seems 
to be indicated clearly in both the 
Old and the New Testaments. 


We have only vague hints as to 
their specific functions; but the 


tendance upon Him; and that these 
three choirs, namely the Seraphim, 
the Cherubim, and the Thrones, are 
the noblest of all the angels, dis- 
tinguished for their love, their un- 
derstanding, and, strange to say, 
their humility—perhaps because 
they see better than all the others 
the immense distance between their 
own greatness and the infinite 
greatness of God.

The second hierarchy includes 
those whom the Seripture calls 
the Dominations, the Virtues (or 
Forces), and the Powers. These 
three choirs are associated with 
the external rule of God over all 
creation. Their interest is the 
universal sovereignty of God over 
all things visible and invisible, a 
burning zeal for the maintenance 
of His authority, resistance to 
usurpation by all those forces 
which seek to thrust themselves 
into the place of God. They are 
the defenders of the rights of the 
Most High, 


And now we come to the third 
hierarchy, which seems to have 
been entrusted with executive 
powers over the external world. 
They act as guides, directors, and 
messengers in carrying out the di- 
vine decrees regarding the visible 


tion of the human race. Our life 
history would have been infinitely 
more dismal without them. Evil 
has been kept in check, lest it work 
havoc among men. They are still 
our hope today. 

In this division we find first the 
Principalities. These are the great 
spirits who have the guardianship 
of nations and peoples; for not

- the Collect of today’s Mass, 
dedicated to Christ the King, 
the Church prays as follows: 
“Q Almighty Everlasting God 
who hast willed to restore all 
things in Thy beloved Son, King 
of all the world, grant in Thy 
mercy that all the families of na- 
tions, torn asunder by the wound 
of sin may place themselves 
under His most gentle rule.” 


If Christ came into this world to 
found a spiritual kingdom, evi- 
dently He is its King. His coming 
as King was foretold by prophets 
in the Old Law, and David -pro- 
claimed that “all nations would 
be given to Him as an inherit- 
ance.” He was to rule those na- 
tions as “the Prince of Peace.” 


When the Archangel Gabriel, 
in the name of God, appeared to 
Mary with the message that she 
was chosen to be the mother of 
the long-awaited Redeemer, he 
referred to Jesus as a king and 
declared that His kingdom would 
be eternal (Luke I, 33). 


When Pilate asked Christ wheth- 
er it was true that He claimed to 
be a king, He answered in the af- 
firmative, but noted immediately 
that “My Kingdom is not of t'sis 
world” (John XVIII, 36). 


In the Nicene Creed, we profess 
belief in Him as a king “of Whose 
kingdom there will be no end.” 


St. John tells us that it was 
through the Son of God that “all 
things were made.” The world, 
therefore, belongs to Him under 
the title of Creation; it belongs

Marshall’s Visit 


HE secular press has given gen- 

erous space to the recent visit 
of Secretary of State Marshall to 
Pope Pius XII, and, as usual fol- 
lowing such a visit, editors have 
speculated on the reason for it. 
Many commentators have said that 
the visit foreshadows Vatican me- 
diation in the East-West dispute, 
but these are discounted by the 
Vatican City newspaper, Osserva- 
tore Romano, and the Catholic 
Action publication /l1 Quotidiano. 


Both papers laid stress on the 
necessity for an increase of good 
faith and trust between nations as 
the surest road to peace. They 
hinted that it would be extremely 
difficult for the Holy See to act as 
a mediator while one of the parties 
to the dispute (Russia) shows 
“open hostility” to the Vatican. 

The Vatican newspaper empha- 
sized that the world must prepare 


United Nations draft of a Decla- 
ration of Human Rights. 

Speaking of the U.N. abandon- 
ment of the Brazilian amendment 
asserting that all human beings 
“are created in the image and like- 
ness of God,” Archbishop Cushing 
declared: 

“How can we accept in silence 
this latest and most craven ap- 
peasement, that agreement to deny 
God ourselves and in lands outside 
the immediate sway of Red athe- 
ism? Surely now appeasement has 
gone too far, when all the nations 
of the Christian West are obliged 
not merely to ‘soft-pedal’ their 
acknowledgment of God, but in 
effect to deny Him lest they incur 
the impatience of atheists in the 
Kremlin. 

“Surely it is now time to ask if 
the wrath of the Red politicians is 
really more to be feared than the 
judgement of Christ Himself on na- 
tions which bear His name when 
they speak of themselves as Chris- 
tian and who acknowledge His 
heritage when they speak of their 
‘Western civilization,” but who 
deny Him by such appeasement as 
this. 


“] know not what threats the 
Red agents made to the represen- 
tatives of the Western world when 
they forced our spokesmen to 
strike the name of God from the

Monsigno’ Knox has his own 
peculiar way of saying things, and 
particularly when he writes for 
the young; and he himself de- 
clares that he is practicing “a 
highly specialized art form, that 
of sermons to schoolgirls.” 


There is mysteriousness in the 
services of the sects which copy 
Catholic ceremonies without hav- 
ing the reality back of the cere- 
monies. There is mysteriousness 
about agnosticism and skepticism 
which doubt or question realities 
among which their victims walk 
every day.

We are 
proud to know that the first foun- 
dation of the Sisters in Adrian was 
in St. Mary’s Schoo] in 1878 when 
the Sisters came from New York 
City. The Adrian Dominicans may 
trace their descent directly to the 
famous Holy Cross Convent in 
Ratisbon, a congregation founded 
in 1233, twelve years after the 
death of their great founder St. 
Dominic. The Mother House in 
Adrian was founded in 1892, but 
remained allied to the New York 
foundation until 1923. 


When Mother Camilla Madden 
opened the St. Joseph Hospital for 
the sick and aged, she probably 
never dreamed that this was to be 
the foundation for a community 
which was to grow from a handful 
of Sisters to more than thirteen 
hundred in fifty-five years. 


Our Sisters are at present en- 
gaged in various works for souls in 
seventeen archdioceses and dioceses 
in the United States, besides the 
beautiful new academy in Ciudad 
Trujillo, Santo Domingo and three 
schools in Puerto Rico.

lions of tons of anti-Spanish pro- 
paganda and false news circulat- 
ed against Spain are of such a na- 
ture that they have influenced al- 
so the Catholic people of other 
countries.

So I know the history very well. 
Under the Republic we didn’t 
have freedom of religion, free- 
dom of speech, freedom of associa- 
tion. We even didn’t have freedom 
to move, freedom to work or free- 
dom to live. Above is the proof. 
We were under the dictatorship of 
the proletariat. 


In July 1936, Calvo Sotelo was 
assassinated by the Government 
agents. It was nothing to stop the 
Marxism and the horrible tragedy. 
Those politicians provoked the 
war. The good Spanish people 


dishonor and tragedy. So, the Civ- 
il War began on July 18, 1936. 


And I ask: How would the Dem- 
ocracies of England, France, the 
U.S.A., have reacted if those 
things would have happened in 
their country? What would have 
happened if the opposition leader 
had been assassinated by Govern- 
ment agents? What, if the Gov- 
ernment would have permitted the 
assassination of 13 bishops, 11,000 
priests, 400,000 people? What, if 
they would have stolen over 500 
tons of gold from the National 
Bank and every public and pri- 
vate treasure? But in spite of 
that, the so-called “Spanish Gov- 
rnment in exile” is considered as 
a democratic government for the 
liberation of Spain, and the actual 
Government of Spain as totalitar- 
ian and “dictatorial in principle,” 
as you unfortunately say in your 
article. 

From 1935 to 1939 virtually all 
the churches and convents were 


munist chiefs who came from every 
country of Europe: Togliati of 
Italy, Marty of France, Rosenberg 
and many others from Russia, ete., 
and they assassinated 13 bishops 
and 11,000 priests and religious. 
This persecution was also against 
the civilians who were members 
of pious congregations or societies, 
and against everybody who pro- 
claimed he was a Catholic.

The leader of the National- 
ists was General Sanjurjo, but he 
died in an accident when coming 
to Spain from Portugal by air- 
plane. Then, the leaders of the 
“Movement of Liberation” created 
a Council of Defense for the Na- 
tionalist zone. In October 1936, 
after more than two months of 
War, it was necessary to form a 
better organization of government. 
So, the members of the Council 
elected a chief for the State ac- 
cording to the better known de- 
sire of the good Spanish ple. 
And it elected General Fraabe. 
who was at that time fighting 


Spain, and who, because of his 
career, his high merits in war and 
peace, his popularity, his a 
ty and his deep Catholic principles, 
was considered the best man to 
succeed General Sanjurjo. 

In 1939 we ended our War of 
Liberation and from that very 
moment we are a free people with- 


against the Reds in the South of | Ro 


doctrine or denomination, and we 
thank God because we have more 
peace and no lity than any 
other country of Europe. — 

But, a second and very impor- 
tant point, because in it 1s appar- 
ently based almost all the propa- 
ganda and international opposi- 
tion against Spain. You say in 
your article that “the Franco Gov- 
ernment is dictatorial” and you 
“don’t like it in principle.” Also 
you say that “it was borfi in tur- 
moil in 1989 and has . achieved 
nothing like normality, since.” 


Really, what do you mean? Do 
you mean tat you don’t like our 
principles? Or, do you mean that 
you don’t like our government 
because it was not built accord- 
ing to the American pattern? 


About the “normality,” do you 
think that “normality” is precisely 
in those Communist dominated or 
Communist instigated countries of 
Europe so-called Western demo- 
cracies? I'd better call them 
Western mixture of Communism, 
socialism, atheism, and disorgan- 
ization countries. 
Our government was not born 
in turmoil in 1939. Not at all. Our 
Civil War was not a turmoil. Not 
at all. This is the most impor- 
tant point because nobody can 
call a turmoil the death of those 
who conciously died and the suf- 
ferings of these who conciously 
suffered to defend their principles 
of God, their principles of Nation, 
and their principles of Catholic 
freedom. And, those (many of 
them were friends of mine) who 
went to martyrdom as true mar- 
tyrs, were completely aware that 
our Civil War was not a turmoil 
but a giant Crusade to defend the 
principles of God against the ma- 
terialistic doctrines of our century. 
“Crusade” was called by the Pope 
Pius XI and “Crusade” was called 
by the Bishops of Spain. Not 
turmoil. We, the Spanish people, 
can’t admit that kind of absolu- 
tion because we knew our princi- 
ples, we knew our objectives, and 
we knew our sufferings before our 
War, during our War, and after 
our War; and we created our 
legislation and the institutions of 
our government to defend these 
sacred principles. We accept the 
total responsibility, and nobody 
can admit any difference in the 
fundamentals and principles  be- 
tween the Spanish people and 
their government institutions. The 
only solution we can admit is the 
recognition of all our giant his- 
torical facts, and also, the giant 
truth of our Christian principles 
and objectives. 
From the above historical facts 
and the energy of those state- 
ments, I think it very easy to de- 
rive that our Government and 
other Institutions have nothing to 
do or nothing similiar with those 
old anti-Christian — political sys- 
tems, so-called Nazist, dictator- 
ial or totalitarian regimes con- 
demned by Pope Pius XI in His 
Encyclical “Mit Brennender 
Sorge.”

Many of those who 
voted against the succession Law 
had no hesitancy in saying so.” 


Of course, we don’t believe that 
we have a tggeo organization, 
but we think that our present 
government and institutions, in 
spite of the sectarian foreign pro- 
paganda, is the best we can hu- 
manly have at this time, in the 
present circumstances and under 
our own conditions. Besides, I

Nee pictures of action shots in football and baseball 
games, particularly, some times can be highly misleading because 
of the “angles” at whiclthe pictures are shot, or because of the pre- 
cise time in the action at which ‘they were shot. Many of you will 
recall the sequence of pictures which appeared in the newspapers 
after that disputed world series play at second base in the opening 

The play came in the eighth 
inning with the score tied at 0-0, Phil Masi on second, Sibby Sisti on 


game of the Boston-Cleveland Series. 


first and two Boston players out. 


At this point Manager Lou Boudreau, Cleveland shortstop, 
flashed the signal for the celebrated Cleveland pickoff play. When 
the catcher receives that signal he immediately flashes it to the 
pitcher; Bob Feller, in this instance. Feller does not turn around 
to take a look at the runner on second, but ‘starts a certain count, 
say of four or five, as Boudreau starts it. At the precise “count” 
Boudreau breaks for the bag behind the runner, Feller (or, of 
course, whoever the pitcher happens to be) whirls and throws to 
second without ever having glanced back previously, and fre- 
quently the surprise and well executed maneuver traps the runner 
and results in the “pickoff.” 


The play worked perfectly against Boston in this instance, and 
to most fans it appeared as though Boudreau had tagged Masi 
out. Umpire Bill Sowist ruled otherwise, however. On the next 
pitch, Tommy Holmes singled to left. for the second and last hit 
off Feller, seoring Masi with the only run of the game. You can 
see how important that decision at second base turned out to be. 


The sequence of pictures: that appeared next day made it appear 
as though Stewart had called it wrong. At least they showed Boudreau 
with the ball in his hand at the base as Masi is just starting his des- 
perate headlong dive to get back. Boudreau appears to be tagging 
Masi out while Masi’s outstretched hand is still a foot or two away 
from the bag. Maybe the camera “angle” is wrong, but, in this in- 
In any event, Boudreau could have 
prevented all the rhubarb had he blocked Masi off the bag, inasmuch 
as Masi was coming in head first, and there was no danger of a spiking.

In another baseball play in Pittsburgh many years ago two pic- 
tures of the same play, snapped a fraction of a second apart, proved 
two entirely different things to those who didn’t see both pictures. 
Since the pictures appeared in two different papers, not all those in-j trenches 


terested in the decision saw them both. 


The play occurred in a close game and the umpire—I forget 
now who he was—<called a Pittsburgh runner out in an attempted 
steal of second base late in a close and exciting game. One news- 
paper photographer snapped the action at the precise moment the 
infielder tagged the runner as the latter slid in. That picture re- 
vealed the ball on the runner while the sliding man’s foot was 
still a good 15-18 inches away from the bag, proving the umpire 
was correct in his decision. 


The other picture, snapped a fraction of a second later, re- 
vealed the infielder with his hands at least a foot above the run- 
ner’s foot as the latter was “hooked” to the bag. That picture 
made the umpire look bad, yet it had beén made too late to show 
that the tag had been made in good time. The infielder was lifting 

. his hands off the runner’s foot when the second shot was made, at 
which time the runner had made contact with the bag. So, you 
see, two photographs of the same play, but made a split second 
apart, proved the umpire to have been both right and wrong. The 
evidence of one was so convincing, however, showing as it did the 
infielder in the act of tagging the runner’s foot while the foot was 
still some distance from the base, that the umpire was vindicated 
—24 hours later. 


Which recalls another set of pictures which nearly all of you will 

d from that celebrated tackle by Tony 
Minisi on Phil Collela in the 6-6 Navy-Notre Dame game in the Cleve- 
land Stadium three years ago. Only about a minute remained in the 
game when Collela caught a pass near the Navy goal line and was

wrestled to the ground and out of bounds by Minisi. 


A Cleveland paper the next morning printed a large “blowup” pic- 
ture of the disputed play, arguing that the picture “proved” Coliela 
had scored and that the officials had erred in their decision. To me, a 
Notre Dame partisan if ever there was one, the picture proved nothing 
of the kind. It was shot at an angle from up high and near the center 
of the field, and you could almost prove anything you wanted to by 
using it ag your evidence. I was sitting up high in the press box, look- 
ing at the play from an angle and, frankly, could not tell if Collela 


had scored. 


Scrutiny of the moving pictures, in slow motion, did not offer 
conclusive proof, either, because the movies also were shot at an 
angle. The field judge, as I recall it, was the only unbiased ob- 
server in position to see the play clearly—and he ruled that 
Minisi had thrown Collela out of bounds a foot from the goal line. 
My point at that time, and still is, that Notre Dame still had time 
to run two more plays from the one-foot line, couldn’t get the ball 
over on either try, and therefore had only itself to blame for not 
winning the game when such a golden opportunity was offered 
with only seconds remaining. 


* My experience over the years with such things, including pictures 
‘of them, has taught me not tojump at conclusions, or not let the pic- 
tures prove too much to me. As in the case of that baseball play 
recited above, two different cameras proved two different things to you 
on one play, so you should withhold your extreme fire if you are in- 
clined to use pictures of some sports action to prove that the umpire 


is right—or wrong. The camera sometimes lies, too. 


Ernie's Knee 


- So many of you have written in to inquire what has happened to 
Ernie Zalejski, the Notre Dame halfback who was touted to the skies 
by me two years ago, that. 1 suppose I should make a “clinical” report 
at this time by way of clearing things up. Most of you were led to 
believe by me—and I thought so, too—that the operation performed on 
the young player’s knee Jast June had cleared up his trouble and would 


enable him to take his place in the Notre Dame backfield this fall. 
John Panelli, regular Notre Dame fullback, and Zalejski were 


operated upon at the same time, by the same doctor, in the same — 


Pittsburgh hospital, for the same knee ailment. Presumably, ‘if 
one recovered, so should the other, but this was not the case. I 
am not going to attempt an explanation in medical terms, because 
I would wind up in deep center field trying to catch a foul ball, 
but suffice it to say that Panelli’s knee healed faster than did 
Zalejski’s, and was ready for rough usage when the season opened.

Death Of Cardinal 


Foe Of Dictators 


Only Two Princes Of 
The Church Now Left 
Behind Iron Curtain 


Vatican City—(Radio, NC)—The 
death of His Eminence August 
Cardinal Hlond, Primate of Poland, 
at the age of 67, removes from the 
world seene one of the staunchest 
foes of atheistic communism east 
of the “iron curtain” and leaves 
only two Princes of the Church in 
countries now under Red domina- 
tion. They are Their Eminences 
Joseph Cardinal Mindszenty, Pri- 
mate of Hungary, and Adam Car- 
dinal Sapieha, Archbishop of Cra- 
cow. 


the Sacred College of Cardinals to 
56—14 short of its maximum com- 
plement of 70.

The Cardinal died in St. Eliza- 
beth’s hospital in Warsaw after 
complications developed following 
an appendicitis operation. He re- 
ceived Extreme Unction from Bish- 
op Zygmunt Choromanski, his 
Auxiliary in Warsaw. 5 
As Primate of the Church in 
Poland, Cardinal Hlond for the 
past nine years has borne the brunt 
of the attacks first of nazism and 
then of communism on the Chris- 
bmg aspigations of the Polish peo- 


ple. 

At the beginning of World War 
Il the Cardinal escaped from Po- 
land, with nazis strafing his fleeing 
car, to report personally to the 
Vatican on the ruthless destruc- 
tion of the Church by the then on- 
rushing German forces. After Po- 
land collapsed he was refused re- 
entry into his native land and spent 


most of the war years in France; 


‘where he became a house prisoner 


when that country was completely 
takeh over by the nazis. | 

He refused every overture of the 
nazis to gain leniency for himself 
at the price of cooperating with 
them. Though a longtime foe of 
communism he rejected nazi pres- 
sure to issue for propaganda use 
a public denunciation of the So. 
viets. After listening to a nazi 
proposal in 1944 that he would be 
permitted to return to Warsaw if 
he consented to head a “national 
Polish Committee,” the Primate 
answered: “You have not found a 
single traitor in Poland. You are 
mistaken, if you thing the Cardi- 
nal Primate would be the first.” 

When the Allies invaded France 
the Germans deported Cardinal 
Hlond to Germany. He was re- 
leased from captivity on Easter 
Sunday of 1945 by the American 
Ninth Army at Wiedenbrueck near 
Paderborn in Westphalia. 

Upon returning to Poland in the 
later part of 1945 the Cardinal met 
with new opposition from the Po- 
lish regime. Its meaning of re- 
ligious freedom, he told newsmen, 
was quite alien to the concept in 
western countries. Pastoral letters 
were censored before being pub- 
lished, he related; the Catholic 
press was restricted, and Catholic 
youth organizations had ceased to 
exist, 

After the Polish communist 
regime broke off relations with the 
Vatican, the Cardinal personally 
went to Rome to confer with Vati- 
can Officials on what could be done 
to work out a new modus vivendi 
with the government. | 

While the Primate repeatedly 
warned his faithful of the methods 
of slow strangulation being used 
by the communist-dominated Polish 
regime against the Church he never 
gave up hope for the Church’s final 
vietory in Poland, “The Church has 
survived a whole apocalypse of suf- 
fering and persecutions,” he told 
the faithful, “and will suffer until 
Christ obtains victory. In Poland 
we will see the triumph of God’s 
work,” Poland will emerge from 
its bitter, current crisis and build 
the future “wholly in the spirit 
of Christ,” he said confidently to 
a N.C:W.C. News Service corres- 
pondent.

There is ample reason to be- 
eve that Russia counted heavily 
on a great deal of confusion exist- 
ing in the United States this past 
ammer because of the political 
eampaign. It apparently hoped 
that our attention would be dis- 
tracted from the bold steps it was 
prepared to take—one of them an 
attempt to force us out of Berlin. 
4s it worked out, Russia’s in- 
transigence actually distracted 
America’s attention from the poli- 
tical campaign. 

There is less evidence that Rus- 
sia has looked for any large change 
in this country’s policy as a result 
of the election. It may have, but 
the evidence is not there to any 
great degree. 


Only three courses of action are 
open to this, or any country, in 
its dealings with an aggressive 
and confident Russia. The first 
is to appease the Soviet Union. 
At the other extreme is war. The 
middle course, which we are now 
pursuing, is to resist Russia stout- 
ly while assisting the rest of the 
world to regain its feet, when, 
standing ence more, it will be able 
to protect itself against the Red 
Bear. American \public sentiment 
is heavily against appeasement. 
It also is heavily against war. 
Whatever the party in power in 
this country, it will have to fol- 
low, in broad outline at least, the 
policy we are now pursuing. 
Otherwise it would not be follow- 
ing the will of the people. 


Observers are not too confident 
that they will soon see a change 
in Russia’s policy. They are not 
hopeful that a change, if it does 
come, will be considerable enough 
constitute a foundation for 
high hopes. There are widely sup-
